Duluth in 1943 and left the Great Lakes 
via the Mississippi River system to work in 
and around Venezuela. 

There, the shallow draft of the vessel was 
useful carrying crude oil from docks on Lake 
Maricaibo to Aruba. 


Shipping. It mainly operated out of Montreal 
and was renamed Liquilassie in 1961. The 
latter traded throughout the Great Lakes until 
the end of the 1975 season. 

It was converted to a barge at Hamilton in 
1977 and returned to work in 1979 carrying 
a variety of petroleum products. Liquilassie 
came down the Welland Canal for die last time 
in November 1980 carrying a cargo of asphalt 


Bridge at Tampa, damaging the structure 
and the barge resulting in the closure of the 
bridge for three months. Liquilassie was idle 
much of 1981 but the following spring loaded 
liquid fertilizer for Tahiti. 

The ship spent its final years in the South 
Pacific. Its tanks were cleaned in 1987 and the

Fire chief says merge dispatch services

Port Colbome fire Chief Tom Cartwright 
says he'd like to see Niagara Region take 
over emergency dispatch services. 

Cartwright presented a report to council 
at their Nov. 9 meeting outlining the history 
of dispatch services in Niagara, the current 
system in place, and thoughts on where to 
go with service in the future. 

In a subsequent interview, Cartwright 
said he would like to see all involved par¬ 
ties continue to look at options and dis¬ 
cuss possibilities to, “See if there's a way in 
which we can do things better, as one." 

Currently, Port Colbome purchases 
operational dispatch services from St. 
Catharines, who sells dispatch to most of 
the municipalities in Niagara, excluding 
Niagara Falls. 

Tm not criticizing the current service, I 
think we get a good level of service and a 
good quality of service,” Cartwright said. 

But, he said, the current dispatch system 
is nearing the end of its life, with an expiry 
date of 2018. 

And since the system will have to change 
in the near future, Cartwright argues that 
it should be changed to a merged system 
between police, fire and potentially EMS 
dispatches, and run by and funded by the 

He said to stay with the current system 
as it gets the required updates would likely 
double his costs — burdening Port Col¬ 
bome taxpayers. 

"Absolutely it can be funded differendy 
and I think if the region were going to take 
it over then OK by me. As long as we get 
a level of service that's acceptable to us," 


Cartwright said. 

Cartwright’s report came following a 
presentation to council at their Oct. 23 
meeting by Niagara Police Services Board 
chair Bob Gale who asked for council's sup¬ 
port of a motion to merge police, fire and 
emergency medical services dispatch. 

In his presentation, Gale said that the 
Region of Niagara completed a study of 
dispatch services in 2012 which looked at 
ways to make the services more cost-effec¬ 
tive and efficient 

But the topic has been discussed on- 
and-off for many years, Cartwright said, 
dating back to his early years with the serv¬ 
ice in the early 2000s. 

Cartwright said cost isn’t the only fac¬ 
tor He said in terms of efficiency and accu¬ 
racy, having a merged dispatch might lead 
to improved quality and ease of service. 

In Niagara now, when someone calls 911 
it is answered by 911 within the police. The 
caller is asked whether the call is for Police, 
EMS or Fire and for what city, at which 
point the call is transferred to either Nia¬ 
gara Emergency Medical Services, Police 
or either Niagara Falls or St Catharines Fire 
Departments. 

"Right away you're passed off twice," 
Cartwright said. "Everytime you pass it off 
there's another opportunity for error." 

Cartwright didn’t say that this has been 
abig problem with the current system, and 
added that he doesn’t think the customer 
cares as long as they get the services they 
need as quickly as possible, but said it was 
worth thinking about. 

A streamlined service would see one dis¬ 
patcher take down the necessary informa¬

Book by 
Bernardo no 
longer available 
on Amazon

A self-published fictional ebook pur¬ 
portedly written by notorious Canadian 
killer Paul Bernardo is no longer for sale 
on Amazon. 

The online retailer did not immediately 
respond to an email asking whether it 
removed A Mad World Order from its site. 

A web search did not turn up the 631 
page fictional work that involved a plot to 
return Russia to a world power. 

Bernardo is serving a life sentence for 
the brutal murders of Ontario teenagers 
Leslie Mahaffy and Kristen French in the 
early 1990s. 

Word of the ebook provoked an angry 


reaction, with many customers posting 
on Amazon that they would no longer do 
business with the retail site as it was head¬ 
ing into the Christmas shopping season. 

The Canadian Press could not confirm 
Bernardo is the author, but his lawyer told 
Global TV last week he was aware that his 
client was writing a book 

The Correctional Service of Canada said 
the book did not relate Bernardo's “spe¬ 
cific” crimes, but it couldn't explain how it 
was published as federal inmates have no 
access to the Internet or e-mail. 

Attempts to enter a weblink to the book 
on Amazon produced “We're sorry. The 
web address you entered is not a function¬ 
ing page on our site.”

Regional housing board gets another crack at budget 



The Niagara Regional Hous¬ 
ing board will have one more 
chance to rearrange its budget 
and find the savings regional 
council is looking for. 

In a close 13-12 vote last 
Thursday night, council opted 
to refer the budget back to the 
board. Also, it did not approve 
the imposed zero per cent 
increase, a plan that had been 
supported at the committee 
level. 

Regional housing initially 
came forward asking for a 2.5 
per cent budget increase, which 
was shot down by committee. 

have seen its budget grow to 
$54.7 million from $53.8 mil¬ 
lion. 


Thorold Coun. Henry D'Angela 
emphasized that reducing the 
budget to zero would mean cuts 
in services impacting Niagara's 
most vulnerable. 

Housing staff previously said 
the savings could result in elimi- 
nahon of its eviction prevenfion 
and tenant support program- 

Cuts, D’Angela said, will also 
mean adding people to the wait¬ 
ing list for affordable housing, 
"because the rent supplement 
will be discontinued for some." 

Niagara Falls Coun. Selina 
Volpatti, who also sits on the 
housing board, disagreed with 
D'Angela's assessment of the sit- 

She said she felt she was "mis¬ 
led" during budget discussions 
at the housing board level. 

After the board approved the 
requested 2.5 per cent increase, 


Volpatti said, she then learned 
the organization was expecting 
a $240,000 surplus in its operat¬ 
ing budget, she said. 

"Why, when there is a cut to 
do, do we always go back to the 
surface?” she questioned, add¬ 
ing she feels there are ways to 
reduce the budget that will not 
impact Niagara's most vulner¬ 
able. 

She said regional housing has 
enough funding in its reserves 
that when paired with the sur¬ 
plus, it could accommodate 
the zero per cent guidance. It 
was previously reported the 
agency has about $12.5 million 
in reserves for capital improve¬ 
ments and future builds. 

“To say people are going to 
suffer because of this, that's not 
what’s going to happen here as 
far as I'm concerned," Volpatti

NHS radiology review 
enters final phase

Niagara Health System has double- 
checked nearly 4,200 patient scans — MRIs, 
CTs and mammograms—as it gets ready to 
complete a review of a radiologist's work. 

Launched in June after a patient com¬ 
plained about a radiologist’s errone¬ 
ous interpretation of a scan, the review is 
expected be done by the end of the year 

It was originally expected to be completed 
by September, but NHS president Suzanne 
Johnston said the review has taken longer 
than anticipated because it's such a detailed 
and thorough process. 

"We certainly understand that the qual¬ 
ity review has been worrisome for some 
patients and families, and we would like to 
thank the community for its co-operation 
and understanding throughout this proc¬ 
ess,” she said in an e-mail. 

Johnston said the health system has taken 
immediate steps to contact doctors and fam¬ 
ilies in cases where changes were needed to 
treatment plans or patient records. By now, 


patients or their doctors would already have 
been contacted about any urgent concerns. 

A total of 4,195 exams conductedbythe 
radiologist between May 2014 and May 
2015 were reviewed to determine if a one¬ 
time error was made or if there was a series 

The radiologist voluntarily stepped down 
from practising during the review. His or her 
identity has not been released by the NHS. 

The health system is now completing 
administrative work and once that's done, 
an external radiologist will analyze the find¬ 
ings and prepare a final report 

Johnston said the report will be shared 
publicly. 

In July, the NHS launched a new peer 
review system across all its hospital sites. 
Johnston said the new system brings an 
added level of “rigour” to its quality assur¬ 
ance processes. 

Under the new process, radiologists 
review random samples of tests that have 
already been assessed by a peer radiologist
